AWFUL CRIME LAID AT HIS DOOR. 


Evidence Which Goes to Show That the 


Man Has Killed Six IMfTervnt People- 
That He Robbed the Grave of His First

ASHLAND, Wis., May £3.—Six murders 


are laid at the door of Jean Paul Soquet, 
the Wisconsin Bender, who, after u long 
trial in Winnebago county, has just been 
convicted of the murder of his second 
wife. Three of the persons whose sudden 
aad mysterious deaths were laid at So- 
quet's door were his wives. He is an 
prepossessing mau of 66 years, with cro^b- 
eyes and a shaggy beard. The first crime 
-with which he is charged Is brutally kill- 
Ing his little son by hurling him down a 
flight of stairs with the avowed intention 
of taking his life. His first wife soon fol- 
lowed her son, having, it is »aid, been put 
out of, the way for Mrs. Soyuet No. 2. 


Aretenic ill the SLymach. 


At this time the Soquet family were liv- 


ing on a farm in Brown county, seven 
miles from Green Bay. August MnnMirt 
and wife were neighbors, und Mansart 
suddenly died, and when his body was 
exhumed 
eight grains of arsenic were 


found in his stomach. Two weeks after 
Mansart's sudden demise Mrs. Soquet died 
with the identical symptoms accompany- 
ing the death of the former. After quite 
an interval her grave was opened, but it 
was found that the body had disappeared. 
In the meantime Soquet and Mrs. Mansart 
had married, but could not agree, and the 
woman began proceedings for a divorce, 
during which she disclosed many of her 
husband's secrets. She charged Poquet 
with having murdered Mansart by mixing 
arsenic with some griddle-cakes. While 
Soquet's wife she, of course, was not a 
competent witness against him, and the 
guilty man rested easily.

Dr. Patton Addresses the Pres- 


byterian Assembly. 


APPLAUSE GREETS HIS 
REMARKS. 


c Claims the Church Has a Right to He- 
vise Her Creed, but That No Change 
Shall I5o Ma<l« That Will Impair the 
Integrity of th« Calvanistic System— 
Also That I'rrsby teriann Have Never Be- 
lieved in Infant Damnation. 


SARATCX4A, N. Y., May 2.—The im por- 


tant business before the Presbyterian as- 
sembly Friday morning was consideration 
of providing a committee on revision. Two 
resolutions -vv ere before the house, one by 
R«v. Dr. McCrackeu, of New York, and 
,he other by Elder Henry Day. Dr. Pat- 
ton, of Princeton college, held the floor, 
declining to yield to Elder Day and Dr. 
Elerrick Johnson, who asked privilege to 
read resolutions. 
Dr. Patton, who has 


been 
regarded 
as 
the leader of the 


anti-revisionists, 
said: 
"This Is 
the 


most serious moment in the life of the as- 
sembly. We represent differences of opin- 
ion. 
It is too late to raise the question as 


to the wisdom of the last assembly in sub- 
mitting the overtures upou which we are 
about to act, but it is my opinion that it 
was a very unwise act. I will oppose from 


very bottom of my heart the submis- 


sion of Dr. McCrackcu's resolution to the 
assembly. Out of the 2K presbyteries of 
this assembly only eight ask for an abso- 
lutely new creed. I do not see the neces- 
sity for any alteration in the confession of 
faith. But 134 presbyteries have expressed 
themselves in favor of it, and I bow to the 
opinion of the majority thus expressed. 
[Great applause.] 


Tin1 Iti'ht Way tu Wo. 


"Now, then, how shall we go at it? It i 


seems tu be the general opinion that the 
best way is to appoint a committee to con- 
sider the matter and report to th« next 
assembly. I don't caro how you appoint 
the committee, but Dr. McCracken's reso- 
lution reads as though he was living in the 
middle ages and was assisting in the ap- 
pointment of a doge of Venice. We could 
do it in a much shorter way. We should 
appoint this committee because it is a 
right thing to do. The church has a right 
to revise her creed, ami I will defend that 
right (sensation), but what is the com 
mittee going to do't What are they for' I 
hope we .shall not give this committee a 
roving commission. I wish them to under- 
stand that no change shall be made that 
will in any way impair the integrity of 
the Calvanistic.system. [Applause.] Our 
confession of faith hits been traduced, aud 
I want this assembly to re-affirm the stan- 
dards of belief iu tho very terms iu which 
this committee is appointed." 


Total Kf\ision L'miccessary. 


•I don't want to be a party to the mis- 


chief of letting ii go unrestricted. I want 
it instructed, and in such terms that when 
it is appointed it will not be with a simple 
majority, but in a way that the church 
will feei that tho whole assembly in in fu- 
vor of it. Let us have peace. I'd go a lit- 
tle further I hail that. I want them in- 
structed thnt they shall continue their 
labors to such construction of phraseol- 
ogy a'-, may be necessary to remove popu- 
lar misunderstanding. I will never con- 
fess that a total revision of faith is neces- 
sary. [Great applause.) I wish I had n 
voice that would reach around the world 
to reaffirm that there never was and never 
canbeajust foundation for the charge 
that we Presb> terians have ever believed 
in infant damnation, or that the doctrine 
is embodied in the Westminster standard. 
[Moderate applause.] 


Aim'inliiu'iit lo tho Resolution. 


"I otliT this amendment to Dr. Mc- 


CrackL'ii'.s rt'suiulio.1: 'That a committee 
of ministers and elders in number not less 
than fifteen be appointed to consider the 
suggestions made by the presbyteries and 
report to tho next assembly: and, 


"'Will.KJ-.A-, A minority of the presby- 


teries have desired I hat no change be made, 
therefore, 


" 'Resolved, That the committee shall 


not propose amrndmuits that will impair 
in any way the Gilvinist system and that 
they shall confine their labors to such 
changes in phraseology as shall remove 
popular misunderstanding.' " 


Elder Day secured the floor aud offered 


a substitute for the resolutions of Dr. Mc- 
Cracken and Dr. Patton. It differs from 
Dr. Patton's in that it does not instruct 
the committee as to its scope. 


A Pleasant Surprise. 


Dr. Herrick Johnson said tlie assembly 


was now in t he ninth day of session and 
had only just begun consideration of the 
vital point on which their constituents 
sent them. He moved that the assembly 
begin debate on the appointment of a com- 
mittee on revision, and that it continue 
until a final vote is reached. 
Adopted 


with, applause. Elder Day said Dr. Pat- 
ton's speech was a great and pleasant sur- 
prise to everybody. Jt would surprise the 
entire country. "Brethren, the thing is 
done: revision is accomplished." 


Dr. Van Dyke's HmmirouH Speech. 


Dr. Van Dyke, of Brooklyn, took the 


platform: "Yesterday I trembled in the 
belief that the Presbyterian church was 
on the verge of a great catastrophe, but 
my trembling has vastly decreased since 
Dr. Patton's speech. The situation re- 
minds me of the story of the lion and 
lamb, and for the life of me I can't tell 
which is the lamb. The great trans-con- 
tinental train of revision starts from Sar- 
atoga to-day. The first stop will be at 
Princeton Junction. [Laughter and ap- 
plause.] Get aboard everybody, the train 
won't stop longf It has started and there's 
not sand enough in New Jersey, nor pig- 
iron enough in Pennsylvania, pines in 
Michigan, or mountains iu the west to 
stop its progress to the golden gate. 


A Stormy .Scene* 


"I will not consent to any restrictions on 


the revision committee. I do not agree 
with Dr. Patton that it was unwise for the 
last assembly to send out the overture to 
the presbyteries. [Cries of "Question."] 
Mr. Moderator, the wisdom of the last 
general assembly, has been impeached. 
[Cries of "question";hisses and applause,]" 


The moderator rapped for order and 


ruled that Mr. Van Dyke had the floor 
and must be heard. Dr. Van Dyke con- 
tinued: "I want the shadow of infant 
damnation rooted out of the confession. 
Dr. Patton's confession would leave the 
question ambiguous. I don't want any 
ambiguity put in God's solemn declara- 
tion tbjit none shall perish. Why restrict 
the committee beyond the general declara- 
tion? We will err greatly if we do." 


No Essential Difference. 


Dr. Morris, of Jjane seminary, Cincin- 


nati, took the platform. He said: "I never 
have seen in an assembly such evidences 
of the presence of God as manifested in 
th» IMMO Mid unity with wbiob. thil great 


question i»»b«ing solved. Dr. Patton will 
remember his noble speech down to his 
dying day. The question of revision is 
settled, but we have, unfortunately, threa 
modes of procedure to ita accomplishment. 
The three resolutions for a committee do 
not differ essentially, however, and I do 
not think the adoption of either will re- 
sult in shaking the standards of our com- 
mon Calvunist system.

Making Trouble for Inventors. 


WASHINGTON CITY, May 2.—The house 


committee on patents has agreed to report 
favorably a bill amernting the patent laws. 
The bill provides that the publication 
more than two years previous to applica- 
tion for patent of any invention debars the 
right of patenting the invention. It lim- 
its time of final action to one year after the 
filing of an application, and gives the 
courts the right in patent, cases to pass 
upon the title to letters patent by a decree 
.without any act on the part of the defend- 
ant, in order to carry the judgment or or- 
der of tlie court into effect. It also im- 
poses a tax of $10 for the first five years 
aud i25 for the first ten years. 


The Jewett Publishing Company. 


BOSTON', May 33.—Iu connection with the 


absconding of Clarence J. P. Jewett, presi- 
dent of the .Jewett Publishing company, it 
is now stated that although the company 
was capitali/.ed at $75,000, only $44,000 was 
actually paid in.

William Kemmler Must Die 


Electricity.

DECISION OF THE SUPREME COURT. 


ChieJ Justice Fuller, in a Lengthy Opin- 


ion, Dcniea the Application for a Writ 
of Krror—Proceeding* in Both Branches 
of the National legislature—What Sen- 
ator AlllHou Says of the Tariff Bill- 
Capital City Items, 
WASHINGTON Cmr, May 23.—The su- 


preme court of the United States has de- 
nied the application for a writ of error in 
the case of. William Kemmler, under sen- 
tence of death by electricity in New York. 
Chief Justice Fuller delivered tho de- 
cision. 


By this decision, the last hope for life 


afforded William Kemmler was banished, 
and he will accordingly be executed iu 
conformity with the new law governing 
executions in New York state. The de- 
cision was on an application for a writ of 
error made by Roger M. Sherman of New 
York, counsel for Kemmler, argued last 
Tuesday. The court was unanimous in 
denying the application. 
Chief Justice 


Fuller read the decision in full. He re- 
viewed the case and severally went over 
the points made by Kemmler'a counsel, 
and ended by stating that the court had 
no hesitation in saying that they could 
not, on the record as presented, reverse the 
decision of the New York court of appeals. 


For tlte r.eglRlaturo to Bay. 


The court in its decision first considered 


the question raised concerning cruel and 
unusual 
punishment. 
The first legal 


enactment in this regard, it was stated, 
was made when William of Orange be- 
came king of England, and its purpose 
was to prevent the infliction of barbarous 
punishment on citizens. The New York 
court of appeals in its decision, stated 
that punishment of death by electricity 
certainly was new, and therefore unusual, 
but it was undoubtedly for the legislature 
to say whether the mode fixed upon was 
cruel, the legislature having oil the facts, 
after investigation by a commission, be- 
fore them. It was not true, the court 
stated, that the fourteenth amendment 
hud materially changed our theory of gov- 
ernment. Citizens of the states were also 
citizens of the United States. 


Not Cruel and Unusual. 


The fourteenth amendment simply fur- 


nished an additional safeguard against 
encroachments on the fnndemental rights 
of citizens. The privileges and immuni- 
ties of citizens of the Vnited States were in- 
deed protected by it,but t here are privileges 
and immunities arising out of the nature 
and essential character of the imtionul gov- 
ernment and they did not embrace the 
privilegeb and immunities of citizens of 
the btate. The enactment of the state was 
within the legitimate sphere >A the legis- 
lative power of a state, and t lie legislature 
of the si ate of New York determined that 
electricity was not a cruel and unusual 
punishment, and its courts had sustained 
that determination. The court, therefore, 
could not perceive that the state thereby 
abridged Kvmiuler's privileges or deprived 
him of due process of law,

inass of property within the state and sub- 


i ject to regulation, control or taxation in 
the exorcise of the state's police powers. 
Call offered a resolution calling on the 
president for information as to the landing 
of an armed force from Hie revenue cutter 
McLane at Cedar Keys, Fla., the forcible 
entry of houses and the pursuit of citizens 
in the surrounding country; and asked for 
its adoption. Edmunds said he did not 
know that it stated the truth, and, upon 
his suggestion, it went over.

"I have 
hesitated about criticising the bill as long 
as It was in the house, but now that it 
has come over to the senate I feel at lib- 
erty to stiy that the duties are in many 
cases higher than is necessary, and I shall 
advocate the redaction of duties on every 
article so far as consistent with the proper 
protection of American industry against 
foreign rivals." 


Will Sent Two Negroei. 


WASHINGTON CITY, May 23.—The house 


election committee has decided the report 
which favors th« unseating of Mr. Ven- 
able. Democrat, from the Fourth Virginia 
district, aud seating Langstou, colored 
^Republican, and to unseat Eliott, Demo- 
crat, from the Seventh South Carolina 
district, and seating Miller, colored Re- 
publican. They unanimously determine 
'the report adversely on the claim of Gen.

The ideas of controlling and regulating 


the liquor traffic that prevail in Boston are 
not the same as in many other cities of the 
country; in fact, they are in direct contra- 
diction. The rule in Boston now is that 
liquor shall not be served over a bar, but it 
must be swallowed at a table where there is 
something to eat. 
Each Boston saloon is 


»lunch counter where the drinkables are pre- 
sumably a secondary affair. Now, there are 
any number of Western towns in which the 
anti-saloon feeling is stronff and wary and 
in which it is forbidden to run a lunch 
counter in connection with a saloon. 
The 


Boston man who wants a drink is seated in 
an easy chair at a nice table. This is just 
the kind of saloon furniture against which 
our temperance people enter their strongest 
objections. And yet the rule that now pre- 
vails in Boston was resurrected by the tern 
perance element of the town. 


Now, who is right about this matter? 


Dors it conduce to temperance to be comfort- 
ably seated while in a saloon, or is it better 
to stand up? The Boston folks say one 
thing, while our people are equally certain 
something quite different is correct. 
Will 


a man driuk more while standing at a bar, 
or while securely seated at a table with a 
boy to carry the drinks that are ordered? 
Those who are experts in the matter tell us 
that a man can drink more while seated. 
It is easier to drink a man off his legs than 
off a chair. The old rouuder whose stomach 
has become too heavy for his weakening 
legs will call for a chair about 1 o'clock at 
night and continue his spree until morning. 
We believe it takes more whisky to make a 
chair drunk than the best pair of legs in the 
country. 


But Boston has a different notion, and 


none of us are prepared to deny or question 
the authority of Boston whenever it is kind 
enough to speak. You sit at a Boston table 
and order hard crackers and cheese with 
your glass of liquor. 
The law does not 


compel you to eat, either before or after 
drinking, but it is thought the table eti 
quette that is rampant in Boston will make 
np for this legal omission. 
jEach saloon 


furnishes a kill of fare to tbe customer. 
Some dozen of these have been published, 
and in each of them we notice that every 
course is composed entirely of cheese and 
hard crackers. The man who does not 
yearn for cheese and hard crackers 365 days 
In the year is given the privilege of going 
hungry. He can get variety to drinks, but 
there is a monotony about the eating that 
•would drive any well regulated man to 
drown his sorrows. 


We also note that no extra charge ia 


made for the cheese and hard crackers, 
from which we gather that the saloonkeeper 
does not Imagine be will be at any ex- 
poise 
to 
replenish 
his 
stock of 


eatables. 
The 
first 
invoice 
will 


list year In and year out, through all the 
ages that are ro come. Tbe cheese and 
crackers may be made of gntta percha for 
ail the thirsty customer cares, or will ever 
find oat We think a cracker that has done 
duty for six months may be used aa a poker 


The cheese can be sliced and hand- 


painted In a way that will fill the uses of a 
pack of cards. The tables and chairs are 
there by law. Companionable spirit* may 
gather about and see how the world 
mores on.

Boston people know more about than pht- 
loMphy, it ta the regulation of saloons. We

THAT OLD STORY. 


There are some republican papers that 


would like to create the impression that 
Morrison and Black, distinguished demo- 
crats of this state, are opposed to tbe demo- 
cratic state convention naming Gen. Palmer 
for the II. & Senate.

always subject to the direction of the clerk.

It requires any one wanting to 
move a building to present a petition to the 
chairman of the committee on streets and 
alleys, showing the route over which be 
wants to go. If the chairman endorses the 
petition, it is to be presented to the clerk, 
with a bond to be used in defraying all 
damage to streets or other property. No 
building shall be moved across a steam or 
street railroad without giving the manager 
of that road at least 24 hours notice, and so 
long as tracks are obstructed, work shall 
proceed continuously, night and day, until 
,he tracks are clear. The penalty for vio- 
lating the ordinance is not less than 8100 
nor more than 8200. Aid. Scanlan said 
die ordinance hid been modeled after one in 
use in Peoria.
